Northern Spring Peeper (Pseudacris crucifer crucifer) - PI.31

Identification: 3/4" - 1 3/8". The Spring Peeper is marked by adark-colored ‘X’ on the back, on
aground color of olive, brown, gray, or yellow. Thisfrog hasround toe pads, with relatively little
webbing between toes.

Whereto find them: Inhabitsavariety of habitats and breedsin amost any body of fresh water.
When to find them: Breeds from early March through May. Males call on warm, rainy days
outside of breeding season.

Voice: Peep, peep, peep, peep—the call sounds like a high-pitched chirpy whistle. The single
note repeated in well-defined interval s can be deafening when thereis afull chorus of hundreds
of individuals.

Range: Entire state. Abundant.
